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AN ACT

To amend chapter 168, RSM O, by adding thereto four new sections relating to noncertificated
school employeses.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the state of Missouri, as follows:

Section A. Chapter 168, RSMO, is amended by adding thereto four new sections, to be
known as sections 168.710, 168.712, 168.714 and 168.716, to read as follows:

168.710. For thepurposesof sections168.710t0 168.716, thefollowing termsmean:

(1) "Board", theboard of education of the school district;

(2) "Employee", any person hired by a school district except certificated teachers;

(3) " School district", any urban or seven-director school district.

168.712. 1. All employees of a school district shall be appointed and promoted
pursuant to rulesand regulations adopted by theboard. Such rulesand regulations shall
be consistent with the provisions of sections 168.710 to 168.716.

2. All employees shall be appointed by examination and promoted by length and
character of service. Examinationsshall be pursuant torulesand regulationsadopted by
the board.

168.714. Theboard shall adopt, by rule, a probationary period for all employees.
During the probationary period, any probationary employee whose work isfound to be
unsatisfactory shall be furnished a written statement by the immediate supervisor of the
employee, setting forth the nature of the unsatisfactory work and a copy shall befiled in
theemployee' spersonnel file. If improvement satisfactory totheimmediate supervisor is
not made within one month after thereceipt of the statement, the probationary employee
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7 shall be discharged.
168.716. All permanent employeesshall receive the same due processfor removal
2 afforded to certificated teachers.
